The once-familiar sight of cows grazing in 
Richmond Park is back, albeit in small 
numbers, as part of an environmental ex¬ 
periment. 

The British white cross cows are part of 
a grazing trial to improve acid grassland 
flowers at the park. 

The mother and her calf will be housed 
in a four hectare (10-acre) enclosure in 
Sawyer’s Hill during the trial, a partner¬ 
ship between the Royal Parks, Natural 
England and Hounslow Urban Farm. 

Park manager Simon Richards said: 
“This project is an excellent example of 
how the Royal Parks are working with 
partners in the local area to improve the 
management of the park, both for visitors 
and for the wildlife for which the park is 
internationally famous. 

“Since the cows arrived last week they 
have already been a subject of much posi¬ 
tive comment from our visitors.” 

Nigel Reeve, community ecologist for 
the Royal Parks, said: “Cattle were a famil¬ 
iar part of Richmond Park’s community 
of grazing animals right up until the mid- 
20th century. 

“Working with our partners, this excit¬ 
ing study will help us to learn more about 
how better to conserve and enhance the 
special community of plant and animal 
wildlife that makes up the park’s acid 
grassland.” 

Records show that cattle used to roam 
Richmond Park in large numbers. There 
were 114 in 1914 and 50 recorded in 1943. 


The effect the cows have on the park will 
be reviewed annually until 2013 and the 
number of cattle will be adjusted accord¬ 
ing to how the flora responds.

A licensed minicab driver has been found 
guilty of sexually assaulting a Kingston 
teenager in his cab.

Ahmed then forced the girl to perform a 
sex act on him and sexually assaulted her.

Plastic bags could be a rare sight 
in Kingston after the council de¬ 
cided to back proposals that could 
impose a total ban. 

The London Local Authorities 
(Shopping Bags) Bill gives local 
authorities the power to ban shops 
from handing out bags and fine 
those that continue to do so. 

At a full meeting on Tuesday, 
January 29, Kingston Council 
voted to be included in the bill. 

Council leader Councillor Derek 
Osbourne said: “Plastic bags are 
one of the biggest contributors to 
landfill and we use billions of 
them, most of which are thrown 
away.

“We just have to weigh up the 
commercial interests of the retail¬ 
ers and the environmental factors. 

“Local authorities don’t have the 
powers to tax them. That would 
have been our preference.” 

He urged shops to raise the plas¬ 
tic bag tax as an option if they 
were unhappy at the proposals to 
ban bags. 

The bill has proved controver¬ 
sial, with both the Association of 
Convenience Stores and the 


British Retail Consortium lobby¬ 
ing the Government and labelling 
the scheme as “excessive” with 
“no environmental impact”. 

A spokeswoman for Kingston 
Chamber of Commerce welcomed 
the move to reduce plastic bags, 
but was worried about the finan¬ 
cial implications a tax might have. 

She said: “The huge number of 
bags that are used once and then 
find themselves in a landfill or, 
worse, poisoning or suffocating 
wildlife, is outrageous.”

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Premium-rate call 
addict stole £8k 


A Surbiton payroll supervisor with an ad¬ 
diction to premium rate phone lines stole 
more than £8,000 to cover his debts, 
Kingston Crown Court heard last week. 

In April 2005, Justin Knight, 34, paid the 
money into his bank account using the 
names of three current or ex-employees to 
attempt to cover the payments. 

He was fired from temping agency Kelly 
Services in July 2005, after which a new 
payroll supervisor noticed discrepancies in 
the payments, supposedly for three differ¬ 
ent people, which all went to the same ac¬ 
count. 

Prosecutor David Baird described the 
fraud as “unsophisticated” but said if 
Knight had not been fired he probably

would not have been caught. 

Kate Wilkinson, defending, said that in 
2005 while depressed and suffering from al¬ 
cohol-related problems, Knight had racked 
up large credit card debts. She said he still 
owed £12,000 to credit card companies. 

Mr Knight, who now works as a financial 
analyst for Cisco Systems, pleaded guilty to 
three counts of false accounting involving 
a breach of trust. He was sentenced to 50 
weeks in prison for each of the three 
counts, to run concurrently, and suspended 
for two years, and ordered to do 120 hours of 
unpaid community work.

Experts meet to tackle gun crime 


A panel of experts discussed 
tackling gun crime in London at 
the annual C-Scaipe lecture last 
month. 

The event, chaired by BBC 
Radio 4’s James Naughtie, was 
held at Kingston University on 
January 23, and included ex¬ 
perts including a man whose son 
was shot and killed in Brixton 
three years ago. 

The event was rescheduled 
from October 31 last year, as a 
mark of respect for Kingston 


University student Phillip Poru, 
who was shot and killed on Octo¬ 
ber 14. 

While recent crime statistics 
showed Kingston only had 10 
gun-related crimes last year, the 
panel discussed the increasing 
popularity of gated communi¬ 
ties, the role of public space, use 
of metal detectors in schools, ed¬ 
ucating youngsters about the 
dangers of carrying weapons 
and whether the built environ¬ 
ment impacted on crime. 


Town centre manager Graham 
McNally told the debate that 
Kingston’s “fantastic reduction” 
in gun crime was due to partner¬ 
ship work within the borough. 

Decima Francis, founder of the 
Boyhood to Manhood charity, 
said education was the key to 
curbing gun crime. “We have to 
get a sense of community back,” 
she said. “We need a holistic ed¬ 
ucation so young people are 
aware of the damage they are 
doing to society.”

An unhealthy deficit 


“We’re not out of the woods yet,” 
was the message from chief execu¬ 
tive David Smith at Kingston Pri¬ 
mary Care Trust’s (PCT) public 
board meeting about its cash 
deficit. 

The PCT reported a surplus of 
£4.9million to date but reiterated 
that this would only serve to wipe 
off some of the £llmillion cash 
limit deficit and the £22million 
revenue resource deficit. 

The board revealed at the meet¬ 
ing on Monday, February 4, it was 
failing on 19 per cent of its targets, 
particularly access to a primary 
care professional within 24 hours 
and improving the life outcomes of 
adults and children with mental 
health problems. 

The performance report also

showed the problems with 
retinopathy screening for diabet¬ 
ics but the PCT was confident this 
would be achieved by the end of 
the financial year. 

Other failing targets included to 
increase participation of problem 
drug users in treatment pro¬ 
grammes by 100 per cent, reducing 
adult smoking rates to 21 per cent, 
meeting the 18-week target for GP 
referrals and secure improve¬ 
ments in NHS patient experience. 

But Mr Smith highlighted how 
certain targets were more impor¬ 
tant than others, especially MRSA, 
and that others were coming 
down. 


But Penny Taylor, director of 
performance, admitted it would 
take substantial funding to bring 
all the underachieving targets up 
to the achieving bracket. 

Giving his quarterly report, Mr 
Smith highlighted the work done 
on the Healthcare for London and 
the Springboard public consulta¬ 
tions currently taking place. 

He also reported that the PCT 
had reviewed its data security fol¬ 
lowing the hospital data scandal at 
Kingston Hospital. 

He said that the PCT was compli¬ 
ant with the Strategic Health Au¬ 
thority in December and further 
work was being undertaken to “en¬ 
sure vigilance in this area and that 
systems, policies and practice are 
robust”.

Why did you decide to set up 
Yiannis Books? 

When I retired in 2000, my friends 
gave me a punt. We took it to the 
Thames and I started writing my 
first book Three Persons in a Punt. 

I sent off 99 manuscripts and 98 
publishers said no. One said I 
should self-publish it, so I did. We’re 
now on book number five and will 
put out one a year. 

How did you get the other 
authors and artists on board? 

I met Roy Hounsell, author of The 
Papas and the Englishman, up a 
mountain in Greece. He asked me to 
look at his manuscript and it was 
just fantastic. 

Theresa Nicholas arrived in 
Corfu in 1961 and has been sketch¬ 
ing there for 30 years. I met her and 
saw her work and she came on 
board as well. She did the sketches 
for the new book. 

What is it about Corfu that you 
love so much? 

The Greek people are very friendly 
as well as the sun and the sea - the 
island is very special. 

We first went to Corfu in 1966, 
bought land in 1970 and built a sum¬ 
mer house over there in 1971. We 
really wanted to become part of the 
village. 


It is so green and people don’t re¬ 
alise there is a world heritage site 
and there are 104 villages to ex¬ 
plore. 

What is the new book about? 

It has 200 sketches organised along 
five walks through Corfu and 
through the world heritage site - 
taking in all of the sites you might 
not normally see or visit because 
you’re looking at the shops. 

For example, there is a walk 
through the Jewish quarter. I’ve 


been going to Corfu since 1966 and 
I’d never walked through there be¬ 
fore. It is a unique book. 

Is Corfu an inspiring place? 

Absolutely. I spend the spring and 
the autumn there and it is the place 
where I can sit under my olive tree 
and write. I hope that the indepen¬ 
dent traveller will now go to Corfu 
and enjoy it as much as I do.

This Fabia has more room to move, 
but still retains its supermini status 


As significant new cars go, Skoda's 
Fabia supermini is right up there. The 
original model, after all, turned the 
Czech company around, selling more 
than 1.5 million units, with over 112,000 
finding their way to these shores. Its 
successor has important shoes to fill, 
and plenty of much tougher opposition 
too, writes Andy Enright. 

Back in 2000 when the original ver¬ 
sion arrived, all it had to be was well 
built and bigger than anything else in 


the supermini sector to guarantee suc¬ 
cess. The fact that it was styled by the 
guy responsible for Bentley's Continen¬ 
tal GT was the icing on the cake and ce¬ 
mented the platform for its massive 
success. 

Rivals have upped their game consid¬ 
erably in recent years however, and the 
result is that Skoda thought long and 
hard about what kind of car it needed 
this MK2 model to be. 

Launched at the 2007 Geneva Motor 


Show with an estate version out at the 
beginning of this year, early impres¬ 
sions of the new generation model sug¬ 
gest that the thinking time has been 
well spent. 

While the old Fabia was never really 
focused on keen drivers (even the vRS 
model was a rather modest diesel) it re¬ 
mained a very civilised steer. The latest 
model carries over some of the engines 
and improves some of the others. With 
four petrol units and three diesels avail¬ 
able, there's no shortage of choice. The 
petrol range kicks off with the three- 
cylinder 1.2-litre HTP engine, develop¬ 
ing 60bhp. The next step up is the 70bhp 
1.2HTP 12v, followed by the 85bhp 1.4 
16v. A 1.6-litre 16v engine is also offered 
with a six-speed Tiptronic automatic 
gearbox option. 

The trio of diesel engines starts with 
two 1.4-litre TDI units in either 70 or 
80bhp guises with a 1.9-litre TDI that’s 
good for 105bhp at the top of the range. 
No news yet on whether the excellent 
2.0-litre diesel will make an appear¬ 
ance. Prices start at £7,990 and there are 
1, 2,3 and Sport trim levels. 

It’s a notably bigger car now, the sub¬ 
sequent growth of the family hatch in 
size giving this Fabia a bit more room 
to let its belt out and remain a fully 
fledged supermini. Skoda claim more 
rear knee and headroom than any rival, 
helped by the fact that the Fabia is 
22mm longer and 47mm taller than the
